Of the fact that strange phenomena 


exist which people are obligecbto accept

Of Keepla* It an* How It 
Should B« Done. 


"If yon can't have tender beef, the 


next beet thing is a sharp knife," said 


chophouso proprietor, "and a sharp 


knife and poor beef are much better 
than the best beef and a dull knife. ,1 
know that from years of experience." 


The conversation turned to the sub- 


ject of carving knives, and the veteran 
eaid that "carvers" were harder to 
keep in order than the ordinary table 
knives because the one who carves does 
not make use of the steel as much as he 
should. 


"It may be an acid in the beef, or it 


may be the moisture, or the heat, or all 
three," said the expert, "but there is 
something about hot roast beef that 
takes the edge off a knife and makes if; 
rip where it should cut, and tho fact 
that the knife is not affected that way 
by mutton or by ham makes me think 
that the dullness is a result of the ac- 
tion of beef ingredients on the blade." 


This view was confirmed by Mr. Cur- 


ley, who said: "I have handled carving: 
knives as a manufacturer and at my 
table for many years, and I know that 
the best knives will not cut properly 
when used on hot roast beef unless the 
steel is used after every few cuts. Tho 
best way is to tise the steel after every 
cut. The steel need not be rough, as 
some people imagine. In fact, a well 
worn steel is better than one with a 
cough surface, and a,few passes over it 
with the knife produce a good edge. 
Tho man who rubs and manipulates a 
carving knife for five minutes against a 
steel before he begins to curve anel 
thinks that now he has it all right anil 
may send the steel away makes a great 
mistake. 
He should keep the steel 


handy, and pass the knife over it light- 
ly a few times after every cut or two. 
And even then ho will accomplish 
nothing unless he kiio^vs how to use the 
two instruments. A .carver must bo 
held at an angle of 20 to 25 degrees on 
the steeL One must be careful to have- 
the angle the same on,.both sides; oth- 
erwise tho knit'o will 'bo made dull in- 
stead of sharp. The knifo should bo 
drawn on the steel from heel to point 
against the edge, and tho pressure 
should bo very light." 


A carving knifo gets "tired," ac- 


cording to the testimony of an old 
luncheon counter man, and must be 
laid abide to rest for awhile if the best 
service is to bo got out of it. 
"Tho 


roast beef eater," he said, "looks at tho 
roaut while it is being cut, and if tho 
knife seems to pull or fa halt he finds 
fault and, in many inatfuuvn, kicks be- 
fore the portion is served. To avoid this 
I put an edge on my knife after every 
cut, 
but even that wiU.sot keep mo gei- 


inu; all right, because, .tho knife gets 
tired, and unless I give it a rest and 
take up a fresh ono there's sure to bo 
trouble. 


"I usually have six knives in use. 


They are of different lengths, and I usu 
them in regular order, HO that each ono 
gets the proper amount of rest. All this 
ih unnecessary with cold roast beef, 
which is urach lens trying on the knifo 
than the hot article. I can carve tho 
best part of a big cold roast without 
using tho steel if tho knife is in good 
condition when I begin, and that seems 
strange when one considers that tho 
cold roast is much firroa^; than the hot 
one. But it's the heat and the gravy 
that tell on tho edge. " 


Cutlers havo certain t rules for sharp- 


ening razors, pocket knives, etc., as 
well as carving knives. "A razor," Mr. 
Curley says, "must be .JLajd flat on the 
hone, because it is hollow ground and 
':"<juires a fine edge. , But n pocket 
iinife requires a stiff edgq, and the mo- 
nieut you lay it flat on a^tone, so as to 
touch the polished side, you injure the 
edge. It must be held at an angle of 20 
to 25 degrees and have an edge similar 
to a chisel."—New York Tribune.

YACHTS OF ANTIQUITY. 


Hastings is & little village seated 


amid the White mountains on the 
touftdwy between Maine and New 
Hampshire, and is the most unique in 
Hew England, perhaps in the civilized 
world. 


It contains 800 inhabitants within 


the village proper, with as many more 
at work cutting and hauling lumber to 
the village from the slopes of the sur- 
rounding mountains. It has two large 
manufacturing industries, large store 
and boarding houses, 26 residences, 
postoffice, electric plant, lighted streets. 
etc., railroad, telephone, excellent water 
system and sewerage—in short, as many 
modern conveniences as any village of 
its size in New England. Yet it is nei- 
ther city, town, plantation nor even an 
incorporated place. It is nothing. 


Its inhabitants pay no taxes of any 


sort. Babies have been born "here, have 
grown to manhood and become heads 
of families and never known wba't it was 
to pay one cent for taxes. 


There are, of course, a wild land tas 


and a stale tax on the mill property, 
but these are paid by nonresidents and 
are something with which the inhabit- 
ants have nothing to do. On the other 
hand, no inhabitant can vote. They 
are, as a rule, well educated, the daily 
papers have a large circulation and the 
people are well posted in current events 


Yet here, in the very heart of New 


England, is a community who have no 
more voice or influence in national, 
state, county or town affairs than 
though they lived in the heart of Rus 
sia. Here are gray haired American 
citizens who have never cast a ballot, 
and cannot so long as they live here. 


It is the most cosmopolitan village in 


New England. Every nation on earth 
is or has been represented here. 


Tho most remarkable thing about 


this most remarkable place is the entire 
absence of crime. Notwithstanding tin 


• 'heterogeneous population there are mi 


police, not even a constable. There wa 
a sort of constable here, but his coin- 


^ mission expired, and his duties had 
been so light he did not consider it 
worth his while to renew it 


Here is the only villa go in the United 


States to which there is no carriagi 
road. The only means of transportation 
to or from the outside world is by n 


' railroad. This railroad starts at Gilead 
and follows the valley of the Wild rivei 
along a route so narrow that in many 


'i places there is barely room for the raik 


On every other side of the village arc 
mountains so steep that even a footman 


' <5an climb their sides only with diffi- 


culty and so high that the sun is visible 
Only part of the day. 


When this railroad was first built 


few persons ventured to drive a carriage 
over the ties. But it proved so difficul' 
and dangerous that this method o 
reaching the village has boon aban 
doiied. 


This railroad is one of the wonders 


Of New England. It penetrates 14 miles 
into the wildest defiles of the White 
mountains. A ride upon it is a new ex- 
perience, even to a traveler who has 
visited every country upon the globe 
You follow the sinuous Wild river, 
whirling around curves of 40 degreas. 
where it seems impossible for a train to 


• go. You climb tho gides of mountains 
-•at an elevation of 400 feet to the mile. 


where a horse could scarcely go ami 
could not haul a load; you shoot down 
' declivities which are almost precipkes 


where a break in the machinery means 
death. Onco the train did run away 
and was smashed, killing the trainmen 
'It is a freight road, not usually taking 
passengers. 


Here was the first successful experi- 


ment of hauling logs by rail upon ;< 
large scale in New England, and upon 
this road was used the first patent gear- 
ed locomotive for mountain climbing 
in the east. 


The school is another unique feature 


The schoolhouse was built in 1802 by 
%b.e two companies who operate here. 
and the teacher is paid by a contribu- 
tion from each workman of 10 cents a 
month. This is taken from each man's 
wages each pay day, and is enough to 
pay* for about 35 weeks of school a year. 


This territory was granted to Richard 


Batchelder by the state of Massachu- 
setts about 100 years ago. 


Forty years ago G. A. Hastings of 


Bethel and D. R. Hastings of Pryeburg 
bought 20,000 acres here, practically 
the whole region. In 1891 they sold the 
right of way through their territory, 
the mill site at the village and 20 acres 
to the Wild River Lumber company of 
Island Pond, Vt. This company pur- 
chased at the same time 40,000 acres of 
tuber in Bean's purchase, just across 


e New Hampshire line 
They put in the big steam mill, store, 


most of the houses, the electric system, 
water system, sewers, eta 
They cut 


their timber at Bean's purchase and 
haul it by rail to their steam mill here, 
which saws 65,000 feet a day when run 
to its full capacity. 


Carl Storrs may be termed the father 


of the settlement, as he holds every 
public office so satisfactorily that no 
other man has been thought of in con- 
nection with the positions. 


He is the company'^ agent, bookkeep- 


er, paymaster, trial justice, postmaster, 
police, etc.—Boston Globe.

cades of the Nineteenth century are 
but dimly lit up, while the previous 
centriries are enveloped in almost total 
darkness. 
Here and there we come 


across occasional data, in old prints and 
books, but a connected history does not 
exisi, and plenty of scope is left for the 
imagination. 


Suetonius is our authority for the 


statement that the luxurious Romans 
well knew and appreciated the pleasure 
to be derived from roaming about the 
peas. 
This writer describes at some 


length the display of luxury on board 
the Emperor Caligula's yachts. Along 
the upper decks there were built what 
would correspond with the modern 
deckhouses, which were fitted most 
sumptuously with paintings, statues 
and mosaics in the principal apart- 
ments, while the bath rooms contained 
baths of bronze and marble, and even a 
library of books was earned on board. 
Covered walks ran alongside these deck 
houses, with fruit trees and rows of 
vines planted in flowerpots, which leads 
one to surmise that the Romans were 
fair weather sailors rather than daring 
navigators cf choppy seas. 


Of the earlier Grecian yachts, how- 


ever, our knowledge is more scanty. 
All the existing evidence from written 
sources, supplemented in a few isolated 
cases by evidence from material sources, 
still leaves ample room for deduction 
and conjecture. 


The sails used on Grecian ships were 


sometimes made of linen, but more 
often of the fiber of the papyrus and 
various other rushes. Thus even tho 
American invention of ramie cloth 
would appear to have been forestalled. 
The edges of the Grecian sails were 
bound with hide, a system which if 
adopted nowadays, though perhaps not 
conducive to speed, would insure a ves- 
sel sailing w ith sails of tho same di- 
mensions as given in the Yacht Racing 
association certificate. The e.\ins of the 
hyena and the seal were in particular 
request, since sailors considered these a 
(overeign means for keeping off light- 
ning. Topsails, as part of the ordinary 
rig, apparently came into use about 50 
A. D. The ancient mariner, who knew 
that he increased the ship's speed by 
carrying sail as high as possible, attain- 
ed his object by hoisting tip the yard, 
but seemingly did not understand the 
cause of this phenomenon. 


The style of rigging used on the 


earliest Greek vessels can bo gleaned 
fairly accurately from the Homeric 
poems. The mast (hihtos) was support- 
^d at its foot by a prop (hispcdede) and 
held by two forestays (protonol) and a 
backstay (epitonos). The mast carried 
n yard (epikrion), by means of which 
the sail was hoisted. When the ma&t 
was lowered, the hispodede was obvious- 
ly a kind of tabernacle—it lay in a rest 
styled histodoke. The presence of hal- 
yards and brailmg ropes is implied, 
while different terms are used for tho 
running gear, though no definite infur- 
mation is given as to its nature. Tho 
mast and yards were generally made of 
fir and occasionally of pino. 


The outer planking of the hull was 


covered with a mixture of tar and wax, 
some paint being usually melted with 
the latter. Sometimes a sheathing of 
lead covered the outer planking, layers 
of tarred sailcloth being placed between 
the wood and the metal. Wooden pegs 
and bronze nails were used for holding 
together tho timbers of a ship, while 
girdles of cable fastened horizontally 
round the ship were frequently used to 
fuTcngthen the hull externally. X't the 
bottom of the hold gravel or stone bal- 
last vras usually carried, while the 
bilgewater was emptied out by means 
of an Archimedean screw, which was 
worked by a kind of treadmill. 


Students of Virgil's "JEneid" will re- 


member a particularly spirited account 
of a race between four Trojan men-of- 
war off the coast of Sicily. But the 
earliest recorded yacht race, in the mod- 
ern sense of the word, was one in which 
Charles II. took part. The Merry Mon- 
arch had a pleasure boat built for him 
after a Dutch model (the word yacht or 
jaght seems to be of Dutch origin), but 
with improvements, and the little ves- 
sel earned the approbation of Samuel 
Pepys, the diarist, who, as secretary to 
the admiralty, may be supposed to have 
been a keen judge, and who described 
her as "very pretty" and as "one of the 
finest things that ever I saw for neat- 
ness and room.'' 


On Oct. 1, 1661, tho king sailed her 


against his brother, the Duke of York's 
yacht, for 100 guineas, from Greenwich 
to Gravesend and back, and won his 
wager.—Pall Mall Gazette. 


A Doubtful Sword. 


A story is told of a former mayor of 


Birmingham, England, that he gave or- 
ders to have his robes of office lined 
with "vermin." 


When the late Alderman Stnrge was 


mayor, he received a royal command to 
dine and sleep at Windsor. This, of 
course, meant court dress and n sword. 
Tho court dress was reluctantly sub 
mitted to, but as a member of tho So 
ciety of Friends, and, moreover, one 
who had greatly distinguished himself 
in tho cause of peace, for he had formed 
one of tho peace deputation to the czar 
before the outbreak of the Crimean war, 
Mr. Sturgewotild not consent to wear a 
lethal weapon. A compromise was hap- j 
pily effected. A scabbard and hilt of,, 
tho n«mal kind were a't his worship's It. 
side when the presentation to royalty ! 
took place, but tho trword was a mere 
lath of wood. Fortunately, tho worthy 
Quaker was not called upon to draw in 
defense of bis fiovereign. 


In every land the natives have a cure, 


or a dozen, to which they trust, besides 
charms. It is probable that the great 
majority of these have never been test- 
ed, and persons who have not looked 
into the matter naturally blame the 
government and the doctors for neg- 
lecting an inquiry of such profound im- 
portance. 
But 
investigation so far 


has not been encouraging. 
Nearly al- 


ways it proves that the healing herb is 
chosen under the influence of the max- 
im that "like cures like." Our forefa- 
thers held it as strongly as any modern 
savages a few hundred years ago, and 
it is not extinct among us to this day. 
Various plants resemble a snake in 
flower or mode of growth, and for no 
better reason they are accounted reme- 
dies for its bite. A root which curls 
and twists proclaims its own virtue, as 
one may say, and if it be mottled there 
is no further room for doubt. Some of 
these resemblances are so strong, in- 
deed, that the fancy of the savage be- 
comes quite intelligible. 


Messrs Sander introduced a new 


aroid from the Malay countries some 
years ago, the bloom of which is so 
strangely like a cobra in the act of 
striking that the idea of a connection 
between the plant and the snake sug- 
gt,fcts itself to even the unlearned ob- 
server. It is called Arisaema fimbriata. 
We have not heard that the natives tise 
it as an antidote to the venom of the 
cobra, but a savant inclined to bet 
would offer long odds that they do. 
Upon the panic reasoning the Indians 
of, Peru use the root of Polyanthus 
tuberosa and a creeper which they call 
huaco 
Credible persons have borne 


testimony to the good effect of both, 
but neither could sustain a trial at the 
hands of scientific men in Lima. In th< 
successful cases reported, either the 
poibon had not been imbibed or else 
tho snake did not really belong to a 
poisonotis species. 


The famous markhor of the Himala 


yas, which young sportsmen dream 
about—and old ones, too, for that mat- 
ter—is said to cut snakes—in fact, that 
is the meaning of the word markhor. 
The statement is not improbable, if it 
be true, as highland shepherds allege 
that poats wage war on the adders. But 
In the entrails of any old markhor that 
niybtic sub&tance bezoar is found sorne- 
t tm us. 


It may be suspected indeed that most 


of the "btones" used as charms, which 


nzzlo European observers by their 
ingular formation, would be recognized 
t sight by a Chinese doctor an bezoar 
Tho latobt testimony which we have 
noticed &> tho merit of "snake stones" 


that of Mr. Seloua. He describes ono 


!rom 
his own observation and experi- 


ence as litflit, porous, polished on tho 
upper surface, which had blackish and 


hh mottlings, rough below. Tho 


:atter was applied to the wound, and it 
sucked up tho poison hko a sponge, giv- 
ne; it off "in a thin white thread" 
when plunged in ammonia. This stone 
aelonged to a Boer, in whoso family it 
had remained for several generations. 
Mr. Belong gives some examples of its 
fficacy from his own knowledge. But 
lie did not personally witness any of 
them. 


Such stories are innumerable, and 


many of them rest upon good authori- 
;y. One of the bee-t will bo found in 
Frank Buckland's'Curiositiefl of Nat- 
ural History.' In this instance the 
'stone'' was submitted to analysis at 
the College of Surgeons, and readers 
who have a healthy love for the marvel- 
ous will be delighted to learn that Mr 
Quekett, the chemist of that institu- 
tion, could make nothing of it. He sat- 
isfied himself that it was a vegetable 
substance, but the resources of science 
could not go beyond that. It seems 
curious that so little should bo known 
about these things when a score at least 
are in the hands of rich and charitable 
Hindoos, who lend them in case of need. 
Some of those gentlemen would not ob- 
ject to an examination probably. Bnt 
doctors are hard worked in India, and 
they commonly despise all treatment 
which is not regular. There is no regu- 
lar treatment for snake bite, however, 
TO they might allow themselves an ex- 
cursion into unauthorized realms. 


Much has been done of late years, 


ipdeed, and it may bo hoped that a real 
cure, with no mystery about it, will bo 
discovered soon. That is beyond our 
tbenio. But we need not travel to In- 
dia for a snake stone. There is a speci- 
men in Scotland older probably than 
any of these foreigners aiid more re- 
nowned—tho Lee penny, now, by latent 
report, in the hands of Lockhart of 
Lee. It must be admitted that this ven- 
erable object is rather too much of a 
panacea. One might feel more confi- 
dence in its efficacy against snake bite 
if it did not also profess to cure hydro- 
phobia, burns and the cattle plague. 
Yet the evidence is equally strong and 
equally abundant in its favor for all 
these cases. And that evidence extends 
over many centuries. It was Simon 
Lockhart of Lee, the same who carried 
Bruce's heart in tho train of Douglas, 
that brought tho precious relic homo 
from pnganry; for proof, it is mounted 
In a silver coin of Edward I. And from 
that time until the ages of faith had 
quite, vanished—say, tho middle of the 
last century—the stone was in contin- 
nal request. There, are tragic incidents 
in its story. Isabel Young wa.s burned 
in 1(5'29 for curing her rattle with wa- 
ter in which tho Lee, penny hud been 
dipped. Under tho commonwealth, ifO 
yearn later, tho synod of Glnpgow ven- 
tured to attack Sir JUIDCH Lee. himself 
fcr nnholy practices. It lost 'jonraK0. 
however, and withdrew the indictment, 
contenting itself with a ••nerionn ad- 
monition to tho <u)id laird."—London 
Standard. 


An Impo«lul<.- Waver. 


IB the year 18C4 tho parliament of 


Dole, in France, was called upon to de- 
cide an extraordinary wager between 
two inhabitants of Pasmas. Ono of the 
two bad agreed that if the other would 
pay him $5 ready money he would fur- 
nish him with a certain number of 
grains of millet in proportion to the 
number of children who should be born 
within a certain extent of country and 
be baptized during ono year. For the 
first child he was to furnish one grain, 
two for the second, four for the tlmd, 
and so on, always doubling the number 
of grains for each successive birth

63, and the proportion of grains to bo 
supplied was so enormous that the par- 
ty bound by the wager demanded Ibo 
canceling of the bet as being based on 
an impracticable condition 


The court decided, after making the 


necessary calculation, that the wager 
was naturally impossible to be carried 
out, 
and it consequently decreed that 


the party who had received the $5 on 
condition of an event which he declared 
himself unable to meet should return 
that sum to his opponent and should 
pay an additional sum of S?5. which was 
the only chance of loss incurred by the 
winner if the millet had been furnished

The most of cnr Indian names of riv- 


ers, lakes, mountains, etc., hare be- 
come so altered and disguised by the 
English spelling of them that itiis very 
difficult to recover their original forms 
and to be quite sure of the meaning 
that waa attached to them by the In- 
dians. In alt of those caees in which 
their significance can be clearly made 
out they are found to be simply de- 
tcriptive words, as, indeed, all names 
were originally, the object being named 
from some notable feature of it, and we 
are perfectly safe as a rule in rejecting 
as fanciful all of those poetical mean- 
ings which have been attached to many 
of our Indian names. For example, the 
name WiunipiscoKee has been said to 
mean "Smile of the Great Spirit." Yet 
this is one of the easiest names to de- 
cipher 
It is pure Algonquin—Win- 


nipp-h-an-kce — and 
means 
simply 


"Beautiful Lake Place." Winnipeg has 
abjut the same meaning—"At the 
Beautiful Lake." Winnipcgoes is a di- 
minutive of this name and means "Lit- 
tle Winnipeg." 


The vtordiuiche, "great," enters into 


several other Indian names. Missiouri 
is the "Gre-at Muddy," Michi-gan is 
the "Great Sea." Michi-le-mackinac— 
DOW shortened into Mackinac or Mack- 
inaw—is the "Great Turtle," a name 
given to the ibland probably because of 
itb resemblance to a turtle.

Of all the vices to which the head of 


a family can be addicted the paint craze 
ie probably the most devastating in its 
effect upon the mind, clothing and 
purse 


Unlike drunkenness and playing on 


brasj instruments, it is a vice which 
can be practiced without publicity, and 
this is doubtless one reason why it is so 
awfully prevalent. 


There seems to be something wonder- 


fully fascinating in the private paint- 
brush and the cans of prepared paint 
that are extensively advertised as com- 
bining the twofold mission of preserv- 
ing and beautifying objects upon which 
applied. 


The man who has once allowed him- 


self to paint the kitchen chairs or the 
dog kennel takes a step which he can 
rarely retrace. 
His thirst for paint 


grows with indulgence, and he soon 
comes to feel wretched unless he has a 
brush in bis hand. 


Among private painters there exists a 


strange and morbid unwillingness to al- 
low a particle of paint to bo wasted. 
The man who buys a pound can of blue 
paint with which to paint a table, and 
finds that after the work is done he has 
a quarter of a pound of paint left, in- 
stantly tries to find some other article 
of furniture on which to use it. 


Thus he is constantly led on from one 


article of fuiniture to another and re- 
duces himself to poverty, madness and 
despair 


The story of a man who was once a 


respectable and worthy ratepayer of an 
adjoining municipality presents a fear- 
ful illustration of the misery caused by 
private painting 
The man in question 


was induced by an indiscreet friend to 
buy a pound of red paint with which to 
paint a small dog kennel. Without re 
fleeting upon the elanger to which every 
one exposes himself who takes the un 
hallowed brush in his hand, this man 
painted the dog kennel, and with the 
quarter of a pound that was left under- 
took to paint the bathtub, in order, as 
lie told himself, that the paint should 
not be wasted. 


He found that when the bathtub was 


not more than half painted his supply 
of paint was exhausted, and he theie- 
fore bought another can 
With this he 


finibhed the bathtub and had this time 
three quarters of a pound left 


It was, of course, impossible for him 


to allow so much paint to be wasted, 
and accordingly he began to paint the 
mx kitchen chairs 
There was enough 


paint for nve chairs only, und the 
wretched man saw that he could not 
help buying a thirel pound, nearly all ot 
which was left after the sixth chair was 
finished 


With hungry eyes and excited air he 


now roamed through the house seeking 
what he might paint, and tinallj de 
cideel to paint the woodwork of his 
study 
Two additional pounds were 


used before the woodwork was finished, 
but he found that in his anxiety to 
fimsii tho work without buying a suxth 
can of re>d paint he had laid on the 
paint so lightly in some places that the 
result dissatisfied him 


As a remedy he resolved to run a nar 


row bar of black paint around each 
panel, and therefore bought a pound of 
the best prepared ivory black Not more 
than half of it had been used when the 
work was finished, and it became neces- 
sary to find something on which to use 
tho remainder 


The unhappy man now realized wben 


it was too late to save himself that he 
was a confirmed painter and that he 
had not sufficient strength of will to 
caM; the accuised paint brush from him 
no matter if he did thereby waste near 
ly a pound of ivory black. He pursued 
his downward course with great rapid-

For Anchor*. 


Ono of the queer occupations of man- 


kind is that of dragging for lost anchors. 
It is carried on in bays and rivers, anc 
oven in tho open sea along the coast 
Several sloops and schooners are engag 
ed almost exclusively in this pursuit 
Tho hunters aro as familiar with the 
ground where anchors are to be fonne 
as fishermen aro with the favorite 
haunts of the living inhabitants of th 
sea. 


The matter of fishing for lost anchors 


is most simple. A chain is let down in 
a loop long enough to drag along th 
bottom, and the vessel goes on her way 
with all hands on board alert fora bite 
and a bite nsnally ends in a catch. 


The recovered anchors are generally
